2. Citations and explanations 



1. Reference is made to the following documents: 



Dl: US-A-5 489 773, KUMAR RAJENDRA, (1996-02-06) 
D2: US-A-5 598 487, DANIELSON ARVIN D ET AL . , 
(1997-01-28) . 

2. Dl is considered to be the closest prior art over 
the subject matter of Claims 1-5, 7 and 8. It 
discloses (the references in parentheses are to Dl) : 
- a mobile data-acquisition device with a reader 

(70) for machine -readable information (72) 
attached to items (73) requiring delivery and 
characterised by the fact that the input system 
is designed as a reader (40) for machine -readable 
information identifying the recipient. 

Therefore the solution proposed in the independent 
Claim 1 of the present application is not novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

3. D2 discloses an additional module (16) for a mobile 
data-acquisition device (10) for processing 
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deliveries, where the additional module has a reader 
- "scanner", see column 2, line 50 - for machine- 
readable information identifying the recipient and 
an interface for communication with the input system 
of the mobile data-acquisition device - see column 
1, line 55 to column 2, line 67. Thus the solution 
proposed in the independent Claim 9 of the present 
application is likewise not novel (PCT Article 
33 (2) ) . 



4. The independent Claims 2-8 contain no features 

which, combined with the features of any claim to 
which they refer, meet the PCT requirements for 
novelty and inventive step (PCT Article 33(2) and 
(3)) . The reasons are as follows: 



A magnetic card reader as per Claim 2 is known from 
Dl, Figure 6 - cf. also column 3, lines 46-53. In 
column 4, lines 4-10 an input unit is described 
which can be used as per Claim 3. A data-processing 
unit for processing electronic payment using a 
mobile radio device (Claims 4, 5) is disclosed in 
Dl, column 5, lines 38-64. 

Should the need arise to retain not only proof of 
delivery to an identified recipient but also of the 
place of delivery, it would be obvious for the 
person skilled in the art to provide the option of a 
localisation unit as per the present Claim 6. 



Furthermore, Figure 1 of Dl, together with the 
related description, also shows a data terminal as 
per Claim 7, and an electro-mechanical interface as 
per Claim 8 .

5. Contrary to PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) , the description 
does not cite Dl and D2 or indicate the relevant 
prior art disclosed therein. 
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
